The publication is a pictorial magazine intended for the titillation of adult men. Colourful, 
explicit photo spreads of sex between women, or men and women, make up most of the 
magazine's content. Each photo spread has a short associated story. One photo spread 
has eight pages of photos and text explicitly depicting and describing two men urinating on 
a woman. These eight pages portray the use of urine in association with sexual conduct as 
enjoyable, exciting and pleasurable to the three consenting adults. The activityis therefore 
promoted and supported by the magazine and is objectionable under section 3(2) (d). 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights when applying the 
classification criteria set out in the FVPC Act. It was Parliament's intention that if a 
publication promotes or supports an activity listed in section 3(2) of the FVPC Act, then 
the publication should not be available to the New Zealand public. This reflects the 
concern of our democratic society to limit such publications in order to protect the public 
good from the injury caused by such promotional publications. 
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
